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I’m  glad  we  are  able  to  help  you  with  your  emergency  preparedness.  Our  dispatch  operations  is 
actually  through  the  State  Police  dispatch  center  in  Montrose.  They  do  all  the  dispatching  for 
San  Juan  County  including  sheriff,  fire,  EMS  and  SAR.  DOT  is  currently  being  dispatched  out  of 

Alamosa  dispatch  center,  but  I hear  a rumor  it  may  go  back  to  Montrose. 

The  best  way  to  activate  an  emergency  response  anywhere  in  SJC  is  to  call  91 1 . SJC  does  not 
have  a dispatcher  on  duty  at  this  time.  But  each  agency  does  have  access  to  the  paging  system 
should  it  be  necessary.
